Mr. Miller** Bill to Amend the Immigra-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—A bill was yes- 


terday introduced in the House by Mr. 
Miller, of New York, by request, to amend 
the immigration laws. It levies a duty of 
nfty cents for each passenger, not a citizen 
of the United States, who comes to this 
country from a foreign country, the duty 
to be paid by the master, owner, agent or 
consignee of the

transportation, tne same to l>e-uaid to the 
customs officer at the port of lauding. The

NEW BRITAIN'S PEOPLE. 


An Inferior Race, Said to b* the I.ea«l 


Attractive of All Melaneslans. 


Xew Britain is one of the most beau- 


tiful 
countries in the world. Tho 


contours of the lofty mountains are 
very graceful, and the variety of tints 
of the rich tropical verdure is as at- 
tractive as it i.s unusual. The dense, 
foliace is interspersed with patches of 
grass of an emerald hue. At Matupi 
in Blanche Bay there is an active vol- 
cano, a curious volcanic island, and a 
region of hot springs. I traveled by 
land once from Xodup to Blanche Bay, 
and the heat and fatigue were more 
than compensated by the beauty and 
varied character of the scenery tra- 
versed. The New Britain people go en- 
tirely naked. They are not a line race 
and want the activity and vigor of the 
Solomon Islanders. 
Foreigners have 


introduced a good 
many tire-arms 


amono- the inhabitants of Blanche Bay 
and Kanibeirab, but as a rule the spear 
usually adorned with brightly colored 
feathers, is their weapon. They build 
good houses and make excellent nets 
»nd ingenious fishing baskets. They 
are the only cannibals 1 know who are 
not ashamed of their fondness for hu- 
man flesh. A German settler told me 
that overtures were made to him to ar- 
rano-e the purchase uf the body of a 
man who had been accidentally killed 
by a neighboring tribe with whom the 
would-be buyers were not friendly. 
The reason given was a desire to eat 
what otherwise might be waited in a 
common-place interment. 


The curious ami litlli' undi'i-itond 


ceremonies of the <lnk-ilnk are exten- 
sively performed in Xew Britain and 
the neighboring Duke of York group. 
One thing about them i.- ei-rtain, and 
that is, that llmse who an- initialed 
into tin.-, mysteries obtain i-nn.-iderable 
influence over the rest of their tribes- 
men. 
There is another very remarka- 


ble custom, about which 1 was given 
information by the Kcv. Sir. Kooney, 
of the Wesleyan Minsion. which labors 
in this part of Melanesia. It may be 
described as follow-: If A injures B, B 
burns down C's hut, of makes a hole in 
Ills canoe, or sticks a spear in the path- 
way so that, (' is nearly Mire to run 
against it. 
B lets G know that he bus 


injured him, anil Iho reason of i l : wlieu

the New Britain people iire the least 
attractive of all Melanesians whom 1 
know.

A Mew Bank Building. 


The banking firm of Gorin, Damon t 


Oo., who lately purchased the Chenoweth 
building on the corner opposite PoBtoffi.ee 
block, where Cole's drag store is located, 
are now making arrangements to put np 
a handsome new structure on that corner 
to oost in the neighborhood of $10,000.

LETTER FROM BET. I,HAS. JACOBS. 


Hht Memory of Judge Or*«r and Other 


R«Mdenta of D««atur. 


EDITOBS DBOATUB REPOTLIOAM:—Dear 


Sirs—Having read with a great deal of 
regret ot the death and burial ot one of 
Decatur's most worthy citizens, Judge M. 
F. Greer, as noted in your paper of tbe 
4th inst., I beg space iu your columns for 
the few thoughts I here offer. I became 
a citizen of Deoatnr in 1861 and re- 
mained there until 1872. On my arrival 
there I was poor, as is common with my 
race, a barber by profession. I soon 
found friends, however, in the persons of 
Judge Greer, Messrs. Stamper, Oondell, 
Gorin, Curtis, Roberts, Bunn, Oantrell, 
Priest, McOlellan, Clondas, Slaughter, 
Dodson, Taggart, Kaufman, Starr and a 
host of others, who assisted me materially 
iu my humble occupation. 


Among tbe strongest and firmest of my 


friends during the days of the war were 
Judge S. F. Greer, Mr. Adam Imboden 
aud Mr. J. R Gorki. Many of the per- 
sona here mentioned are in the spirit 
world; and Judge Greer waited on the 
shores of time till the beginning of the 
new year, 1887, when he, too, gathered up 
his feet iu death and went into the great 
beyond. 


Among the very many that were in De- 


oatur when I went there, I can remember 
the following persons as having passed 
away: Robert Fleming, Henry Stroh, 
A. Imboden, Dr. Stapp, A. B. Bnnn, Wm. 
Cantrell, Dr. McMillan, Gen. Moore, Bev. 
W. E Crissty, J. G. Starr, 'Squire Kauf- 
man, Charles Dalton, Gen. Fngh, Judge 
Greer and others. I am certainly in sym- 
pathy with the living relatives and friends 
of so good a man as Judge Greer. 
In 


1872 I left Deoatur to engage in the no- 
ble calling of trying to preaoh the gospel, 
and I am glad to say that I have been 
aucoeentsU te that department of my life's 
work. I served two years at Milwaukee, 
three years at Galeeburg, one year at 
Sparta, two years nt Bloomington, one 
year at Jacksonville, four years at Chi- 
cago, and I am now serving this charge 
fo • the second year. T have made it a 
business to visit my home every year 
since 1872, and every year I would miss 
some one that was there the year before. 
When I was there last August I met 
Judge Greer moving about tbe streets, 
leaning on bis nnue; but he has gone to 
the great world of spirits, and his body is 
sleeping beside that of his wife in the 
cemetery where lies the body of my only 
doughter. But he has paid the debt we 
all must pay ere long. I was endeared to 
the Judge for his many good qualities, 
his manly and kind treatment of tbe poor, 
bis universal popularity, as a noble citi- 
zen and au impirtial judge of the court 
over which ho presided for so many years. 


Thin letter is written np here in the 


cold uoithwest.on the banks and at tbe 
head of navigation of the great Father of 
Waters, the Mississippi river, and the 
thermometer it now marking 36 degrees 
below zero. Tbe people here are busily 
engaged in building the Ice Palace and 
preparing for tbe winter and ice carnival. 
I trust yon will favor me and publish this 
humble letter, for many of Decatur's citi- 
zens will remember me as among those 
who lived there in the sixties.

Many readers of the Companion ar 


(uniillttr with the fervid lines of Moore' 
iplendld poerja cali»d tlio "Firc-Wor 
ihipera." The farewell scene between 
Hilled and Hindu i.s one of the most af 
fueling passages in tho early poetry o 
this century. It h«s buen so widely reai 
and hint produced so deep an impres 
• ion ttmt there are many whose idea o 
thu prevalent religion of Persia is de 
rived from a perusal of that poem; am 
often has tliu question been asked me 
whether there ia any other religion 
practiced in thut country besides that 
of the worship of fire. 


The faoU are that out of a popula- 


tion of nine millions, that empire now 
numbers scarcely twunty-live thousand 
worshipers of lire. 
With the excep- 


tion of less than seventy-live thousand 
Armeuiuii!), Jews and Nustorians, the 
reuiuiiuler of the Persian people are 
Muhttnmiedans. It was soon after tbe 
rise of Mahomet that his fanatical 
hosts assailed tbe frontiers of Persia. 
Yezdegird IIL, who proved to be the 
lusl of his'line, was at that time sover- 
eign uf Iran. His army was defeated 
In thu decisive battle of Kailesieh, be 
him.self was alain two years later, and 
the Persians were forced to accept Ma- 
Imnimednnism or the sword. 


Tlioso who refused to abandon the 


old faith of Zoroaster for that of Ma- 
honu'l were persecuted, and mostly 
slain or driven from the country. 
Thoiu who lied from Persia Bought 
refuge in India, where they form, in 
our time, an intelligent and flourishing 
community, known by the name of 
Farscvii, or Persians. It is amid these 
struggles of an ancient race against 
th« domination of a now religion and 
dynasty that Moore has laid the scene 
of his""Fire-Worshipers." Notwith- 
standing these lone persecutions, which 
linve cuntinned over one thousand 
years, mid only now are beginning to 
relax anil permit the Fire-Worshipers 
of Persia to live there unmolested, yet 
a small, steadfast band has always re- 
mained in that land, preserving tho 
faith of thoir.falhei's and their rites and 
ceremonials unchanged. 


In Persia they are called Guobres. 


This U aimply a corruption of the Ara- 
bic term Kalllr, which means heretic, 
an unbeliever. In time it has become 
n word of contumely and scorn. 
Al- 


though so few in numbers, yet the 
Guobron are u most interesting com- 
munity, nml in them we see the old 
Persian stook of tho days of Cyrus and 
Xerxes unmixed with nny other rai'i1: 
wlijln the religion they practice is Hint 
which was introduced into Persia ur 
perfected by tho famous Zoroaster, or 
Xurilu.suhl, who livnri nt least twenty- 
livo centuries ago. 


Zoroaster was born in the northern 


province called both then and now 
Azerbaijan1, this name means the re- 
gion of fire, und it may have been so 
called because thu religion whoso dis- 
tinctive doctrine is the worship of fire 
had Its origin there. It is only just to 
state that intelligentGuebres repudiate 
this doctrine. They assort that it in a 
mistake to call them Fire-Worshipers. 
They aay that fire ia to them not an ob- 
ject of worship, but only a symbol of 
the beneficent Oromasd, or good God, 
who is clear and radiant and pure, 
like the glow of the rising sun or the 
Hames ot tiro, aurl that it is through 
the symbol that they adore the- good 
Spirit. 


This may be true of tho more intelli- 


gent followers of the doctrines of Zorn- 
aster, but there is no doubt that the 
ignorant classes believe that light and 
fire are real emanations of God, and 
worship thorn as such. Fire is held by 
them go sacred that they will never 
smoke tobacco, and for that reason it 
is not by them considered courteous to 
use the weed in tbe presence of a host 
or guest who i* a Guebre. In every 
household of the Guebres fire kindled 
from the sacred flame at the new rear 
is kept burning tbe entire year. That 
ia the purpose they follow, but wheth- 
er they always aucceed In preventinz 


:he fire from being extinguished ia 
doubtful. 
The Guebres have many pe.fluhar 


doctrines and customs. One of these 
s the nse of yellow in their garb; an- 
other concerns the theory of immor- 
tality. They maintain chat there are 
wo principles, the good and the evil, 
which they call Oromusdao and Ahri- 
inasdao. "The ancient Greeks corrupt- 
d those names toOrmusd and Ahriman. 
These two*"principles, or influences, 
light for the mastery through the ages, 
seeking to win possession of the soul 
of man. 
When a Guebre dies at Teheran, his 
orpse is taken to tho lonely cemetery 


h've miles south of the city, situated on 
a lone rocky eminence that overlooks 
the vast plains quivering with mirage. 
It resembles a white watch-tower, be- 


built in the shape of a round hill- 


fort. It is white, and has no apparent 
way of entrance. The walls are built 
>t iiargel, or mud smeared with plaster 
that preserves it from the weather. 
Winding slowly over the plain ami up the 
barren height, the procession of mourn- 
ers, outcasts in a land they once ruled, 
boar Ihe dead to his last resting-place. 
A hole is made in the wall of the cem- 
etery, through which the corpse is 
taken to its grave. 


Strange to say, the grave is not dug 


in the earth. 
The surface of the 


ground within this unroofed inclo.sure 
m tiivided by raised lines of brick into 
numerous oblong cells of uniform size, 
much like the parterres of a garden. 
The corpse is laid in one of these, 
dressed, and left there exposed to the 
elements. 
Vultures and buzzards 


hover over the cemetery in flocks; they 
know full well what is taking place in 
the desolate spot. Then the mourners 
retire to a little distance up the hill 
side to watch the birds of prey swoop 
down to devour the dead. They havo 
a reason for thus keenly observing, for 
they believe that the destiny of the de- 
parted soul is revealed by the acts of 
the birds. If they devour the right 
eye first, the soul is in Heaven; but if 
the left eye is first attacked, then the 
mourners go away sorrowful, for sad 
U the doom of their departed friend. 


But the Guebres have other and more 


cheerful customs than this. Their new 
year is called the No Rooz, or New 
Day. It comes at the time when the 
sun crosses the line in March. Their 
traditions state that this festival was 
ordained by their great legendary King 
Shah Icmsheed. Although most of the 
Persians are now Mohammedans, yet 
they all accept the period for the com- 
mencement of the new year established 
in their country long ages before the 
camel-driver of the desert sent his 
armies to force them to his creed; and 
thus, at the No Roox, fiiiebres and Alns- 
sulmen alike rejoice. 'The latter pre- 
tend that tbey celebrate the occasion 
because it is the birth anniversary of 
their Prophet, but this is a mere tlimsy 
excuse, concocted in order to show 
their disdain for the Guebres. But in 
a hundred ways the Persians show that 
in their celebration of this annual fes- 
tival they are following the traditions 
of their lire-worshiping ancestors. 


Nowhere is the new year celebrated 


with more mysticism and pomp and

The 
eve before No Roo/, is also the occasion 
for a curious ceremony, evidently sug- 
gested by tho mystical meaning the. 
Guehres attach to "lire anil lifrlit. The 
common people leap over heaps of 
bunting brushwood laid m rows.

DANISH ROYALTV 


A Comnioii I.ooklni1 and TJnpopmlar tot •* 


Very Inferior Feayle. 


Although the King has all these pal- 


aces, he has not the love of his people. 
and royalty is in as great disfavor in 
Denmark as it is in Norway, and the 
the King of Denmark is not even as 
popular aa the poor King of Sweden. 
Republican ideas' are advancing alto- 
gether too rapidly in Denmark and 
this present moment is ripe with polit- 
cal conflict and signs of revolt on the 
part of a progressive people against a 
stupid and obstinate King and a hated 
Minister whom he will retain. It is 
very freely prophesied that the days of 
royalty are numbered in Denmark, 
and a republican government a cer- 
toiiity of the near future. The King 
of all these dissatisfied subjects is one 
of the accidents of fortune to begin 
with, and his rapid elevation to honors 
and tho throne as wonderful as any 
thing in the way of the hasty climbs of 
obscure Americans to the Presidential 
chair in our own glorious Republic, 
The photographa of the group of the 
royal family of Sweden show them to 
be" fine and distinguished-looking per- 
sonages with quite a regal style to 
them; out the royal family of Denmark 
are rather an ordinary and plebeian 
lot beside them, and one American 
woman refused to buy the picture of 
Danish royalties on the plea that "they 
^•ere such a common-looking lot that 
she did not want to have the picture 
about her; some one might think they 
were acquaintances of hers." Neither 
the King nor his sons have any thing 
of a grand air to them—not even down 
to the youngest son, whom it is said 
his sister, the Empress of Russia, has 
fomented all the disturbances for, in 
order to get a throne for him, too. An 
Englishwoman said on looking at the 
group—and it takes the British sub- 
jects to rap their own and foreign roy- 
alties the 
hardest—that the King 


looked like a tuppenny shopkeeper 
and his clerks. This poor King was a 
poor, very poor Duke of Glucksburg 
less than twenty-five years ago, living 
in a small country house on less than 
$4,000 a year, when the death of the 
direct heirs brought him in line as 
the |next of the remote cousins of the 
reigning sovereign. 
The family had 


known all the privations and econo- 
mies that fall to poor German Dukes, 
and his jump to sudden affluence and 
tho throne was phenomenal in Europe. 
His daughters, raised in less elegant 
surroundings than the daughters' of 
English trades-people, made brilliant 
alliances, and from making their own 
dresses and sleeping two in a room 
they became, the one the Empress of 
Russia, ami the other the Princess of 
Wales, leader of modern fashions. The 
Emperor of Russia and the Prince of 
Wales are counted in with the family 
group in all pictures, and their faces 
are as well known in Copenhagen as 
in their own capitals. The Princess of 
Wales is altogether the beauty of the 
family and ol far better style than her 
sister of Russia, whom early sorrows 
and recent dynamite terrors have aged 
and worn sadly. It was she who was 
destined first for the older brother of 
the pivscnl C/ar of Rusiia and changed 
her relijfion from the Lutheran to the 
Greek Church in preparation for the 
marriage. On the eve i>f the nuptials 
the heir to the Russian throne died 
nnd the Princess of Denmark changed 
back 
ti> 
her 
Lutheran 
faith 
and 


mourned for u time derply. When thu 
next heir uttuie and linked that his 
brother's declined bride might be his 
the Prinri'ss changed a second time 
into the Greek Church, changing her 
given inline each, time, by the way, 
and has since rested with' that faith. 
The Princess of Wales sets the fashions 
for tbe family and they blindly copy 
her hats «nd bonnets, gowns and coals, 
telegraphing to Redfern to send them 
duplicates ol whatever he has furnished 
to the Princess of Wales. Even her 
mother, the middle-aged Queen ot Den- 
mark, who is a grandmother with mar- 
riageable grandchildren, disports her- 
self in the most gitlJy and juvenile 
sailor hats and dresses as young as tho 
sweet Princess. The Queen of Den- 
mark is also stone deaf, and the deaf- 
ness of the Princess of Wales is inher- 
ited from her mother quite as much as 
tho scars on her throat, which makes 
it so necessary for her to set the 
fashion of high collars by day, and 
broad ribbons around the throat at 
dinners 
and balls.—Cor. St. Louis
